IN THE LIMELIGHT 


Intimate Sketches of the Careers and Personalities of Men Powerful in the World of 
Amusement, Whether or Not Prominent in the Public Eye 


In so much as the biography of 
Abraham L. Erlanger has already ap- 
peared on our pages, it is but meet 
and proper that that of his equally 
eminent partner be recounted. For 
the two names have been so long as- 
sociated that they seem permanently 
coupled, and one sounds incomplete 
without the other. 

Mare Klaw is a native of Louis- 
ville, Ky., and began his career as 
a newspaper writer while studying 
law. He was admitted to the bar in 
Louisvilie, and his entry into the the- 
atrical business was made through 
Daniel Frohman, who engaged him 
to act on behalf of his brother Gus- 
tave and himself to stop play piracy. 


Since the date of his entrance into 
the theatrical business, Klaw has spent 
much of his time in fighting for the 
rights of theatrical managers. He, 
not only as a young man checked 
play piracy, but for years has consist- 
ently fought the ticket speculators, 
until a law was passed in New York 
city checking the greed of these indi- 
viduals. 


His latest victory was the over- 
throwing of the pirates in the moving 
picture business. This decision, 
which was handed down recently in 
Klaw & Erlanger’s suit for the pro- 
tection of Ben-Hur, is one of the 
most sweeping judgments that has 
been pronounced by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. It is also 
the first case that was ever carried 
before the United States Supreme 
Court by a theatre manager. 

A history of the case, as com- 
piled by Mr. Klaw, is an_ inter- 
esting commentary on the rapid 
and modern development of the 
American stage. The film manu- 
facturers had entered the field of dra- 
matic plays in 1908, believing that 
the copyright statute did not cover 
moving picture exhibitions. Prior to 
1856 the statute only protected the 
owners of books or plays in the ex- 
clusive right to multiply copies, but 
did not cover stage performances. 
When Congress passed the law pro- 
‘ecting dramatic performances, mov- 
ing pietures were not in existence, 
and, therefore, of course, that form 

evhibitien was not in the minds of 
the framers of the law. In 1908,

picture film, it was necessary to write

After Klaw had won several suits 
against the play pirete- he entered 
the theatrical bi 3 advance 
agent and then _.anager for 
Effie Ellsler. \ wusue acting in this 
capacity he vr t Erlanger and en- 
gaged him as advance agent for Miss 
Ellsler. The two young men realized 
that the business conditions in the 
theatrical world could not last and 
that some time the entire theatrical 
business of the country would have 
to be brought to a business basis. 
When he and Mr. Erlanger bought out 
the Taylor Exchange, they gave their 
whole thought to this proposition. At 
that time there were a few booking 
agents, who represented a few the- 
atres. They were unable to fill any 
appreciable time of a traveling com- 
pany’s season. The New York man- 
ager was an autocrat. He dictated 
terms, which the local manager had 
to accept. If he wanted the first $500 
or $1,000 taken in at the box office, 
he took them. The local managers 
and the producing managers were 
at the mercy of each other. Out of 
this chaos of conflicting interests 
sprang a desire for a larger booking 
agency, which could offer consecu- 
tive bookings to both traveling and 
local managers. 

Early in 1896, Al. Hayman, who 
owned the Empire Theatre in New 
York; Charles Frohman, who leased 
and operated that theatre, and who 
also conducted a booking agency, 
which included in its representation 
a chain of Western theatres whose 
time was controlled by Hayman, Er- 
langer and Klaw, who were at that 
time booking attractions for practic- 
ally the entire South, and Nixon & 
Zimmerman of Philadelphia, who 
were booking some of the best houses 
in that city, met by chance at a 
luncheon at the Holland House in 
New York. The three years follow- 
ing the panic of 1893 had brought 
about a great depression in the the- 
|! atrical business, as in other commer- 
cial enterprises, ana at this luncheon, 
the demoralization of the theatrical 
business, the looseness with which 
contracts were entered into and vio- 
lated, the big losses resulting from 
small companies being pitted against 
each other in small towns, which 
could only support one first-class at- 
traction, and the many useless travel- 
ing expenses were discussed. It was 
decided then and there that the bet- 
| terment of the whole theatrical bnsi- 
ness would be achieved if the bookings 
of all the theatres would be centered

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LORIMER A SUICIDE 


Walter M. S. Lowell, Known on the Stage as Wright Lori- 
mer, and Star of the Shepherd King, Driven by 
Financial Troubles to End Life 


New York, Dec. 22 


(Special to The Biil- 
board).—Disheartened by continued adversity 
end despairing of any immediate improvement 
io his fortunes, Walter M. S. Lowell, known 
on the stage as Wright Lorimer, committed sui- 
cide by inhaling gas today in his apartments ut 
124 West Sixty-fifth St. 

Lorimer bad made a careful plan to com- 
mit suicide. His body was found lying on the 
kitchen floor, with the head stuffed in an open 

as oven and pressed against the open gag jets. 

e@ gas jets in the room also were turned on. 
Precautions had been taken to prevent the 
escape of gas into the hall or through the win- 
dows. The actor had been dead an hour when 
found. 

Wright Lorimer was the author of many 
famous plays and was a graduate of Oxford 
University in England. He killed himself on 
the very day of which the date of the trial 
of his suit against William A. Brady, the 
theatrical man, was to have been arranged. He 
bad instituted action against the theatrical 
man for $148,000 for breach of contract in 
connection with the play entitled The Shepherd 
King, of which Lorimer was the author and in 
which he had played the principal role.

Near his body scores of pawn tickets were 
found, showing that he had pawned everything 
that was worth pawning. His wife and three 
children are staying with friends up the state. 
They will leave for this city tomorrow. 

Wright Lorimer was born at Athol, Mass., 
March 10, 1874, and was educated at Colgate 
University. After graduating there he entered 
Oxford University in England. On his return 
to this country he decided to go on the stage, 
and became a member of the Dearborn Stock

There are more than fifty other ‘‘stars’’ 
who receive in excess of one thonsand dollars 
weekly, while the number of vaudeville stars 
receiving more than $500 a week is incalculable. 

An illustration of the prosperity here Is 
best given by the statement that there are a 
Gozen actor colonies within fifty miles of New 
York. These colonies are noted for the beauti- 
ful and costly homes owned outright by the 
colonists, the great majority of whom are vau- 
deville performers. 

Take the case of Will S. Cressy as an in- 
stance of achievement in this -old-laden field. 
Ten years ago Mr. Cressy came timorously 
from his Vermont farm and asked a hearing 
for himself and wife (Cressy and Dayne), In 
a rural sketch, written by himself. A_ trial 
performance was given. resulting in a week's 
engagement at $100 for the two at Keith’s Union 
Square Theatre. This was, as I have said, 
ten years ago. 

Since then they have been plaring fifty-two 
weeks a yerr, and ninety ner cent of the time 
for Mr. Keith. Their salary has Increased each

to confine his activities to writing sketches for 
bimeelf: he wrote for others. and hia success 
Was 80 great that at one time no less than 
forty sketches frem his nen were seen simultan- 
eously throughout the country.

indeed, somewhat larger, than many a theatre 
of the same type abroad, as, for instance, 
The Little Theatre in London, Rheinhardt's 
Kammerersplele in Berlin, or the Theatre des 


Arts in Paris. All of these were bullt with 
the same idea in mind—the close connection 
between actor and audience, that all the sub 


tle shades of voice and expression so import- 
ant to the effe.t of modern plays may reach 
the spectators. But there are to be no galler- 


jes, no balconies and no boxes, Every seat 
in the house fs an orchestra seat, and every 
seat ‘s as good as every other. The spectator 


in the last row (the fifteenth) can see and 

hear guite as well as the one in the first. Sight 

and the seats are the most 

a the widest between rows of any in 
ork. 


“One short flight below the auditorium there 
will be a large lounge, to which 1 hope the 
audience will resort dur'ng the longer Inter 
missions, Coffee will be served in the lounge 
evenings and tea afternoons. I am convinced 


people enjoy a play more if they don't attemp 
to sit still throughout the length of the aver 
age performance. 

“But these are externals. The main point 
is, what k'nd of plays will be presented? What 
Is to be the polley of The Little Theatre? To 
phrase it In one xentence: I shall try to make 
It a place of entertainment for Intelligent 
people. I hope such a policy will allow me 
to produ_e not only plays of wide appeal, but 

of exsent'al novelty, and plays that 


would be barred from larger theatres because 


of needing a rather special audience—but only 


to The Bill-: 


plays in which there is some appeal to tntel!t- 
gence, refined humor, imagination, or any 
literary sense. 

“A clearer view of the alm may be gathered 
from plays I have already planned for pro- 
duction, 

“First, The Pigeon, a comedy by Mr. John 
Galesworthy, author of Strife and Justice. 

“This will be followed by a new play by 
Mr, C, Rann Kennedy, author of The Servant 
in the House, called The Terrible Meek. 

“Then there is Anatol, by the famous Vien- 
nese dramatist, Arthur 8S hnitzer, 

“Then The Electra of Euripides, with Miss 
Edith Wynne Matthison as Elecira. 

“Then a modern satirical comedy of New 
York life, called One—Two—Three—and Out— 
Goes—She, by Mr. John T, Hayes, a new 
Ameri.an author. It is Mr. Hayes’ first play. 
Then a bill consis.ing of three one-act plays 
y Maurice Maeterlinck, author of The Blue 

rd. . 

“Another novelty for The Little Theatre wil] 
be a play for children, given only afternoons— 
a dramatization by an American playwright 
of Grimm's fairy tale of Snuw White, set in 
picture book scenery. The children have never 
had a real theatre of the'r own. Such plays 
as The Blue Bird and Peter Pan have de- 
lighted them beyond measure, but this was 
because they found gufficient to entertain them 
in a play written primarily for grown-ups. 
With Snow White I propose to reverse the 
process. It is to be written, staged and acted 
primarily for the delight of children. 

“While The Little Theatre will never be 
fitted for large scale theatrial effects, its 
stage is large in proportion to the auditorium, 
and it is equipped with all the most modern 
appliances for scenic effect, including the re- 
volving stage, which exists nowhere else in 
New York except at The New Theatre, Much 
ingenuity, too, has gone into lighting appa- 
ratus, and I hope to show The Little Theatre 
audiences some very beautiful and effective 
novelties In the way of settings, but rather on 
artistic simplicity and suggestive imaginative 
effect than mere mechanical .omplexity. 

“The Eittle Theatre will give {ts productions 
on the long run, not the repertoire system, for 
motives of economy and for the sake of giving 
authors unlimited runs for their plays. For 
this reason not all of the pieces I have men- 
tioned can bave an immediate production; and 
1 bave announced these in advance merely to 
give an idea of the kind of dramatic fare I 
mean to offer—but this, of course. will change, 
as I am taught by experience what The Little 
Theatre patrons prefer. Still I am anxious to 
preduce as many plays as I :an every season, 
and I plan to make a special matinee per- 
formance of unusual] plays a regular part of 
the scheme. 

“It bas been the !tmpression that prices at 
The Little Theatre will be high. This ig not 
true. They will be the same that many New 
York Theatre are now charging. that Is, $2.50 
a seat. I should be sorry Inileed to feel that 
The Little Theatre is only for those of long 
pocket books. There was two objects In 
building The Little Theatre at the scale adopt- 
ed—first, to obtain the 'ntimate artistic effect, 
and second, In such a playhouse the fixed bouse 
expense, rent, etc., could be redu ed to about 
half those of the ordinary theatre. 

“I will be assisted In the conduct of The 
Little Theatre by Mr. George Foster Platt, who 
was associated with me at the New Theatre 
as producer in chief; and br, Mr. E, E. Lyons, 
who will have charge of the house and business 
management of The Little Theatre as he had 
of The New Theatre."’ 


STORIES OF THEATRE FOLK THAT 
ARE TRUE. 


When the vaudeville craze began, the man- 
agers now so prominent In that field were not 
all so well informed as they are today and some 
of their expressions of those days would 
read strangely today. 

When it became my province to Induce stars 
from the legitimate stage to enter the vaude- 
ville field I had at the outset the greatest dim- 
culty, because of the lack of knowledge as to 
the fame and merits of even the greatest celeb- 
rities. When the great baritone, Signor Del 
Puente, was offered to a manager who is now 
one of the kings of modern vaudevitie, that 
worthy declined, because ‘‘Magicians never made 
good in hig honses."" The same manager, when 
offered the great vfolinist Remenyl, wanted to 
know if ‘‘she’’ coud do her act in ‘“‘one.” 

Another manager was offered the great con- 
tralto Mantelli, who for years had sung at the 
Metropolitan Opera House “What does she 
do in the daytime?’ asked the manager. AnD 
effort to explain the great contralto's artistic 
status brought forth the following: ‘Can't 
use any more singles anyway!" When 
writer informed another manager of these ne- 
gotiations the latter expressed himself as doubt- 
ful that his colleagne’s attitude was other than 
a desire to be frivolous, so it was decided to 
send a letter to him to test his knowledge.

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NUISANCE OR NECESSITY? 


Study of the Ticket Speculation Question from the Play= 
goer’s Standpoint—Does the Public Prefer to Pay a 
Premium on Seats Rather Than Stand in Line? 


Now that New York’s mayor has signed the | majority of theatre-goers will not go to the 
new ordinance by which the street ticket spec- | box-office for their seats, nor will they be wil- 


ulstor is te pass for all time, unless the Federal 
courts pronounce the new law unconstitutional, 
the problem so long seeking a solution is by 
no means disposed of—there yet remains the 
general public to be reckoned with. 

It ls true that the daily press for years in- 
numerable has represented the public as utter- 
ly opposed to the ticket speculator, yet It Is 
a fact that more than sixty per cent of the 
theatre-going people who pay $2.00 or more for 
their seats, prefer to pay a premium for their 
accommodation. rather than stand in line for 
bourse and hours only to discover that unde- 
sirable seats alone were obtainable. Up to a 
few years ago the ticket speculator was not 
the nuisance he is today. The Board of Aider- 
men by thelr procedure so depiorably botched 
the situation that im the past two years, avail- 
ing themselves of the fact that no license 
was necessary, hundreds of street fakirs—Bax- 
ter Street puller-iIngs at that—and every vaga- 
bond that could raise $4.00 to buy two seats, 
have come into the fold and it is this element 
which has brought about the present prohib- 
itory law. 

It is not to be questioned that the majority 
of mapagers and also the city fathers would 
have been glad to forego radical procedure, but 
the scenes around the theatres have become 
eo disgraceful that it became absolutely nec- 
essary to end the operations not only of the 
undesirable element, but a dozen men who have 
for a generation created a clientele by their 
courtesy and honesty to theatre-goers, who are 
bow without occupation, and these respectable 
spoounatens express themselves to the effect 
that it Ils better all should suffer than a con- 
tinuance of the lawlessness which has been 
= in the Long Acre District the past 

are. 

These men also have made herculean efforts 
to have a high license—$2,000 being the amount 
suggested annually—adopted. with a view to 
driving out the objectionable mob of rufflans 
infesting the theatres; but it was found ad- 
visable to adopt revolutionary methods. 

The spectacle on view in front of the pop- 
ular places of amusement on a Saturday have 
beggared description. Not only were those 
seeking admission to the playhouses insulted 
and roughly handled, but ladies and gentlemen 
having no desire to purchase seats were mo- 
lested and humiliated. and when they informed 

importuning individuals that they had 
no desire to go to any theatre, they would 
suffer the indignity of listening to such retorts—= 
a, “Well, you'd look fine in an orghestra 
chair’, “‘A moving picture show is good enough 
for you.” 

Throughout the day, on West 42d Street, 
& score of ticket speculators, blowing smoke 
into the face of strangers of both sexes, would 
accost them and ask, even demand, that they 
go to the hox-office and purchase seats to be 
sold by them later at a premium. It is a fact, 
too, that this method has been successfully 
used to overcome the precautions taken by 
Managers to keep the seats out of their hands. 

What will become of the street ticket specu- 
lator? Will the public now buy Its seats at the 
eex-office? It is extremely likely that the En- 
glish library system—so suecessfn] in London 
—will prevail in this country within the next 
year, provided that the new law stands the 
test in the federal courte. 

In London the library is an Institution of 
importance; it’s influence, too, Is so great that 
the managers of theatres, and even the Covent 
Garden opera seasons, are dependent upon them. 
The library does not charge a premium for 
Seats; on the contrary, they receive a commis- 
sion of 10 per cent on each seat they sell from 
the manager direct. The yatrons of the library 
are permitte’ to open monthly accounts and 
more than .(S per cent of the reserved seat 
Patronage of London's theatres {s accomplished 
solely throngh these Institutions. the majority 
of which are on old Bond Street. 


The library is so important a factor in Lon- 
don’s amusement scheme that the success of 
& new production is often assured through their 
operations. It is a common proceeding for them 
to purchase in advance of new Gayety produc- 
tions the entire seating capacity, outside of 
pit and gallery, for the first eight weeks of 

run. Moreover, as they give credit to 
thelr patrons, the Librarian is able to Influence 
these In their choice of entertainments. This 
feature, however, is not abused in London. How 
ot would operate in New York remains to be 


The Mesers. Tyson, Rullmann & McBride, con- 
duct the largest business in theatre tickets In 
New York. Up to a few years ago they were 
So Necessary to amusement caterers of the high- 
est grade that they were called upon to help 
finance the managers’ obligations: in fact, the 
late Mr. Tyson repeatedly gave to Henry F. 
Abbey $25.000 towards his annual season of 
opera at the Metropolitan. More than once, 
too, he was the means by which financial dis- 
aster was prevented, 

The late Frederick Rullmann held a mortgage 
over the heads of every impresario for two full 
decades. No operatic regime wae possible with- 
out his aid. He also provided the cash for the 

deposits’? In Burope in order to aasure the 
Visits to this country of all of the great for- 
eign attractions, As security the managers 
and impresarios would give him the choicest 
seate up to the amount of his loan. Rullmann, 
however, took big risks. He did not die rich, 
and among hig ‘‘assete’’ were the I. O. U.'s of 
hearly every impresario of his day. 

Already New York possesses two ‘‘I!brartes,"* 
one on West 424 Street and the other in lower 
roadway. but these are not conducted 
“anner of the London scheme exactly. But, 
mow that the better class of ticket speculators 
who have apent thelr lives in this field are 
"ven to other resources, it Is not to be doubted 
‘et some, if not all, will rent offices or 
sores in the theatre district and endeavor to 
: ‘te a clientele along the Ines of the London 
yian

After all, the number of theatres where the 
ticket speculators have congregated this season 
hag been very small. These gentry have a pecul- 
far gift of scenting the prolific attractions, 
which have been so few this season as to cause 
@ congestion of the rougher element around 
the popular houses. 


THE STAGE OF TODAY 


Some Truths About the Tendency of the Present-day Ameri= 
can Stage—Has Modernism Obliterated the Ambitions 
that Formerly Aspired to Classical Achievements? 


It is remarkabel what results one may 
arrive at by retrospection, and it is almost 
inconceivable that a conclusion should’ be 
reached after putting one’s memory to test, 
which places practically all the great and 
Stellar artistic careers that endure in the 
field of the theatre upon a quarter of 
a century basis. To more concise, 
an effort to search for modern achieve- 
ment discloses the fact that more than 90 per 
cent of the great names, or rather celebrities, 
whose fame enables a manager to attract his

public, were in evidence twenty-five years ago, 
and had then, too, begun their stellar careers. 
The few who have arrit.d at stellar heights in 
the last two decades have as a rule done so in 
the musical comedy field or in the very lightest 
forms of drama. The day has passed when one 
can ask for a successor to Booth, Forrest, Bar- 
rett, or even McCullough. It is enough to ask 
if another Mansfield is in sight, 

In all the English-speaking world today there 
is not One woman on the stage who is even Indi- 
cating an aspiration to the tragic goal attained 
by Rachel, Bernherdt or Duse. Here we point 
to a half century of stellar accomplishment, and 
the light is provided solely by what remains of 
the careers of foreign celebrities who have en- 
dured more than three decades. Modernism has 
either obliterated the ambitions for classical 
achievement, or its 7-w possible exponents have 
succumbed to it. 

Ellen Terry, Julia Marlowe and few others 
calculated to preserve the best traditions of the 
stage, but who are today no longer presented 
in the classics which gave them fame, have been 
before the public as stars for more than twenty- 
five years, and yet there has been no succession 
to their artistry. Mrs Fiske, than whem there 
is no more perfec. illustrative example, holds 
sway as Of yore, but look where we will, there 
is not the slightest sign that her successor will 
be found when she elects to bring her long and 
unexampled career to a close. 

Richard Mansfield left no heir to his mantle, 
and the superb repertoire with which he was 
wont to enthrall, has been obliterated from stage 
use, because of th utter inability to find tn all 
the world a player who could preserve the qual- 
ities with which he invested the roles that gave 
him fame. 

Charles Frohman, always on the alert to pro- 
vide new stellar material, and who furnishes 
the best incentive for artistic endeavor, has been 
able to reveal but one addition to stellardom, 


in Ethel Barrymore, and she is truly an inher- 
itance, a genuine successor to ber illustrious 
parents, Maurice and Georgia Drew Barrymore, 
All of Mr. Frohman’s stars have been before 
public longer than is necessary to record, and if 
One but will make an observation of the class 
of play or spectacle which in this era is able 
to attract, no other conclusion can be arrived 
at than that the tendency is for the lighter 
form of amusement, 

We have yet our Belascos, and frum the play 
wright’s standpoint never before was the Amer- 
ican author so prolific or so potent, but great in- 
dividual players, the kind the public was wont 
to rave over, where shall we look for them? 
Who will provide the successors of our present 
reigning stars, who, even though they are not 
seen today in the more classical of their achieve- 
ments, at least their old-time personalities are 
still with us, and there is no need to deny It, 
they are without competition from the rising 
generation of stage workers. 

The New Theatre in its career has presented 
to the naked eye no indication that from its 
ennobling enterprise will emanate the stage 
monarchs of another generation. The most that 
can be hoped for is the preservation in an Inde- 
terminate form of the last resort to prevent the 
utter extinction of the one and only incentive for 
true artistic endeavor, the stock company, wh 
here alone in a metropolis containing more than 
fifty playhouses finds even partial exploitation. 

Will the survival of the crop of modern play- 
wrights compensate for the obsoletion of what 
for centuries has been the vital force of the 
stage? Will the oblivion to which has been cast 
all but the memories of great individual figures, 
reveal instead a perfect ensemble presentation? 
There can be no question as to the changes wh 
another generation will be called upon to record, 
but one can not prophesy at this time what is to 
become of the immortal works of the greatest 
writers of all time. If there be no interpreters 
of the tremendous chief roles which all of their 
masterpieces contain. About the only striking 
possibility of the revelation of a great tragic ac- 
trees in the future is suggested in the hope that 
David Belasco will bring forward a greater 
Nance O'Neill. Serious thinkers in the fleld of 
the theatre have long known that this tall. awk- 
ward girl combined the superlative qualities of 
Mary Anderson and Clara Morris, and the an- 
nouncement that David Belasco, who kindled 
the divine spark in Mra. Leslie Carter, was to 
be responsible for her future career, has caused 
the one ray of hope that through the coming 
into her own of Nance O'Neill there may be a 
revival of some of the works for which she is 
by nature so peculiarly fitted, and with their 
production provide at least a perpetuation of 
their grandeur instead of utter obsoletion.

bounce around In confusion as though they were 
enacting a scene in the stock exchange during 
a Bull raid, though it mnst be said for them 
that the concinsions shown by their acting are 
thoroughly consixtent with the false premises 
under which they labor. 

An exception must be made in the case of 
Mr. Clarke, who acts the part of the assistant 
city editor with reserve and intelligence, and 
who looks for all the world like old ‘‘Doe”’ 
Adams of the City News. 

Mr Breese works hard and displays a deal 
of excellent technique, but In the big moments 
rants and becomes hysterical. This is prob- 
ably done for the sake of light and shade, 
and to furnish a contrast to his later work 
when, under the most frightful conditions he 
sits down to ‘‘get out the paper.”’ But though

Avenue Theatre’s

Tne Fifth Avenue has long been known as an 
exponent of Old Timers Weeks, but this time 
Manager Rogers decided to provide the metropo- 
lis with a New Timers Bill, for which reason 
every single act on the program was uninitiated 
until the opening, Monday. Needless to state 
the variety and balance was exactly preserved, 
several important headliners bolstering up an 
already excellent program. 

To the Cycling Brunettes the honor of first 
place was given. The whimsical wheelmen did 
some remarkable climbing and maneuvering on 
bicycles. One of the men worked straight, while 
the other attended to the comedy. The ease with 
which he descended from difficult postures was 
one of the chief features of the act. In the 
second position, Edwin George showed us that 
be had a right to the billing of Almost a Juggler. 
While he accomplished one or two of his en- 
deavors, George, nevertheless, impressed the 
audience with an air of artistic nonchalance and 
dry and gladly forgivable humor that put his 
act in the class of the decidedly original. 

Spot D presented the ventriloquial novelty, At 
the Seaside, in which Hugh McCormack and Grace 
Wallace display their skill. The act opens in a 
slow and dry manner, but makes a marked im- 
provement in the center, closing with long ap- 
plause. The female half of the act is decidedly 
neat and pretty; and does her singing in truly 
pretty and approved style. The flirtation between 
the Union dummy sailor and Miss Wallace in 
her bathing suit Is a novelty that will not soon 
be forgotten. “McCormack does some clever sing- 
Ing, and has supplied the talking parts of his 
act with some crisp conversation, although the 
first part of it is miserably slow. 

John FE. Henshaw and Grace Avery filled Spot 
E by presenting Strangers in a Strange Fiat. 
Henshaw is clever, and the act contains much 
humor, although it is not far away from the 
majority of sketch offerings to permit a rosy 
prophesy. 

The real hit, which may be spoken of and more 
properly described by the word ‘*phenomenon,”’ 
was Charles Kellogg, the great nature singer. 
whose bird voice ranges twelve and one-half 
octaves, his lowest note being higher than Mme. 
Tetrazzin’s highest note. Enongh cannot be sald 
of this act. Kellogg is a naturalist. a scientist 
and physicist, and does his work with the open 
eare-free manner that only becomes a wooisman. 
He takes the audience into his fullest confidence, 
converses with them in brotherly fashion. and 
shows them how little of the ordinaries of life 
they really know. Besides warbling and singing 
like the feathered inhabitants of the woods. he 
gives Inboratory experiments, which proves that 
a multiniietty of high vibrations will effect a 
flame. He also portrays the method in which our 
prehistoric ancestors were able to produce a snark 
which could be fanned into a flame from drilling 
one piece of wood Into anether.

On the night of December 
17, the first production of l’aul Wilstach’s new 
lay, The l’oor Rich, was given, with Mr. Murphy 
m the principal role, and again the press of 
Chicage united in disparaging his vehicle. Com- 
monplace, trite, conventional and uninteresting 
are some of the epithets burled at the new play. 

The Poor Rich proposes to show some of the 
hidden sorrows of the rich. It is an old plot, 
which has run the gauntlet time after time, and 
hardly could be appreciated by the present-day 
theatre-goer. The critics are particularly sar 
castic in most instances, 

The Chicago Examiner, which headed its re- 
view, “Tim Murphy in New Handicap,’’ con- 
tinues: 

“Tim Murphy, that delightful comedian—when 
his author gives him a chance to be—put his foot 
forward again at Powers’ last night. But it was 
still the left foot. The Poor Rich, by Paul 
Wilstach, turned out to be quite as gloomy a 
comedy as The New Code of the previous week. 

“So far as concerns Mr. Murphy, it is even 
worse, for now that excellent but elderly artist 
is made to pose as the object of the affections of 
Miss Margaret Lotus, a leading woman of ex- 
tremely youthful presence. Mr. Murphy is a 
versatile player, but I don’t think the public Is 
clamoring for him as any kind of a Romeo. De- 
cember and May would have been a pat title for 
the production.

‘“‘There have been countless performances of 
Balfe’s Bohemian Gir] since it was first heard 
in 1843, but it may reasonably be doubted if 
any of them could be compared in elaborateness 
of unessentials with the production by the 
Aborn forces which now fille the stage of the 
Garrick Theatre to overflowing. In its purely 
musical aspects it is impossible to say much 
for this performance. The gast employed last 
evening contalned one admirable singer and 
three who were at least acceptable. But the 
chorus was noisy and strident and the erchestral 
fragments who dispensed discord in the pit 
should be gathered up and carted away to some 
place of vast silence. 

“On the other hand, one can commend the 
enterprise that invests grand opera in the 
vernacular with the pomp and circumstance 
that may attach to eight live horses, a live 
pig with voice intact, a live chicken, a live 
goose, and eight live Arab acrobats. The 
Arabs were especially active and daring. One 
of them emerged from a distintegrated human 
pyramid with a broken arm. He should be 
decorated by the Society for the Promotion of 
Grand Opera in English. 

“The small audience, assembled presumably 
in the hope of hearing music, was not alto- 
gether disappointed, for Miss Allen, who was 
the Arline, knows how to sing.

Founders Announce that Idea of New Building is Discon= 
tinued—Winthrop Ames Now in Undisputed Possession of 
the Field—Boxholders Wonder Where They Come In At 


New York, Dec. 21 (Special 
board).—The New Theatre is no more. The 
founders issued a statement last night that, 
owing to conditions unfavorable to the project 
of a building to take the place of the aban- 
doned New Theatre, they had decided to dis- 
continue the idea, at least for the present. 

After the abandonment of the New Theatre 
on Cen’ral Park West, the founders bought a 
plot of land in West 44th Street for a new 
buiiding. but the work had not been started 


to The Bill- 


on a new structure. The founders’ statement 
is as follows: 
“When last spring the Founders reached 


a con lusion adverse to the continued use of 
the building at Central Park West. now known 
as the Cen ury Theatre, they did not abandon 
the New Theatre idea. They provided a fund 
for the erect‘on of a theatre of moderate size, 
adapted to the production by a stock company 
of a reperroire of modern and classical plays, 
and in order that the enterprise might be in- 
dependent of 


immediate financial success a 
subsidy for five years was subscribed. 
“The founders, however, determined not 


to begin the construction of the new building 
until they were satisfied that prexent condi- 
tiens offered a clear field for the earrying out 
of their purpose, nor until satisfa tory ar- 
rangements bad been made for the management 
of the enterprise. With a view to reaching a 
conclus'yn upon these questions a careful stu 
ef the situation has been made and the ad- 
vice of the most competent expert authority 
seught, with the result that the founders very 
reluctantly have reached the decision tbat it 
would not be wise to proceed with the enter- 
prise at the present time.’’

BECK INVADES NEW YORK 


Orpheum Circuit is to Have Theatre in the Metropolis, and 
Life Ambition of Martin Beck is Realized—Policy 
of New Theatre Not as Yet Announced 


New York, Dec. 23 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Martin Beck’s life ambition is at 
lest realized and the general manager of the 
Orpheum Circuit is to have a theatre in New 
York City. Just what the policy of the new 
house ig to be is being kept dark by tose 
connected with the Orpheum offices here. 

Mr. Beck left on Thursday for a hurried trip 
to Chicago, where he is to confer with Herman 
Febr, the Milwaukee millionaire and Mr. Beck's 
associate in the new venture. Before he left, 
however, it was definitely stated that the Or- 
pheum interests would control the City Hall 
Theatre on South Clark Street, Chicago, which 
is to be renamed The Palace, when completed. 
as well as a new theatre to be built in New 
York City facing Times Square. 

When Mr. Beck returned from Europe several 
weekg ago, it was exclusively announ:ed in 
The Billboard that bis being in company with 
Mr. Febr on the trip across the Atlantic would 
lead to important developments in the theatri- 
eal field of Chicago. Just before leaving for 
the West an announcement by Mr. Beck veri- 
fied this prediction. 

The announcement made earlier in the week 
that he would build a new theatre in New York 
was the big surprise of the season to theatri- 
eal circles in the metropolis. The theatre 
proper will be situated on the south side of 
47th Street, just east of Broadway. The en- 
trance will be on Broadway between 46th and 
47th Streets. 

The site of the structure has been se ured 
partly by purchase and partly by lease by the 


Palace Realty and Amusement Company. The 
company consists of Mr. Beck and Mr. Fehr. 
In an announcement issued from the Or- 


pheum offices it is stated that the building of 
the house in New York 6e not mean that 
there is any friction between the Orpheum in- 
terests and Messre. B. F. Keith, E, F. Albee. 
Percy Willlame and the other managers asso- 
ciated in the allied interests of the United 
Booking Offices.

RUSSIAN DANCER IN COURT. 


New York, Dec. 23 (Special to The Billboard). 
—The difference of Lydia Lopoukowa, a Rus- 
sian dancer, and Max Rabinoff were threshed 
out yesterday afternoon in Justice Snitkin’s 
art of the Municipal Court. She is suing for 
342.86, due, she declares, for six performances, 
which Rabinoff refuses to pay her on the 
ground that she broke her contract by leaving 
the company following a dispute with Mikail 
Mordkin. 

Mile. Loponkowa Is a tiny thing, 20 years 
old, so she had to sue through her guardian, 
Joseph Mandelkern. She has an intensely white 
ekin, with very red lips, blue eyes and brown 
hair parted on the side and coiled on her neck. 
She speaks English with some difficulty, and on 
one occasion she became so confused at the 
questions and so vexed at her Inability to ex- 
press herself that she burst into tears. 

Mile. Lopoukowa testified that she had been 
engaged professionally for three years and that 
ber salary was $400 a week. The trouble hap- 
pened in Buffalo on November 11, when Man- 
‘elkern arose In his box at the theatre during 
& matinee performance and announced that 
Lopoukowa’s name had been left off the pro- 
zramme through Mordkin’s jealousy. 

“IT was In costume,”’ she declared, 
to dance the baby swan variations. I was ad- 
vertised, and I wanted to dance. Mordkin 
wouldn't let me. So I did not dance the first 
part, but I danced the Iast part of the pro- 
zramme. Next day Mr, Rabinoff wrote me a 
letter, saying that If I would let Mr. Mandel- 
kern go. I should go on with my engagement. 
Rut I wouldn't agree to that, so I came to 
New York.'* 

Rahinoff testified that omission of the dancer's 
name from the programme was a mistake of the 
printer. Mandelkern, he sald, advised Lopou 
kowa, “to take the programme, go to Mordkin's 
room and throw it in his face."’ 

““Mordkin wae ballet master, and it was his 
duty to see that the entertainment was not 
ruined.” sald Rabinoff. ‘He told her that if 
she did not do her work the contract would be 
‘erminated. She danced the part where her 
name wee on the programme. I would have 
been willing to take her back if she had let 
Mandelkern go."

The first shock of the week came with the 
announcement that Martin Beck and the Or- 
pheum interests were to have a theatre in 
New York. This was followed within a day or 
so with the announcement that William Mor- 
ris, long the king of the independents in vau- 
deville, would once again be out on hig own 
after the first of the year. Then as a final 
jolt the United Booking Office interests sent 
out a paid announcement offering for lease 
their theatres in Louisville, Cincinnati and In- 
dianapolis, 


Just what all this betokens is at present only 
a matter of conjecture. However, the tide of 
events seems to point to another great struggle 
in the vaudeville field. This time it will be 
the giants of long standing who will be in a 
clash that will undoubtedly shake the entire 
theatrical world, if it comes to pass. 

According to the agreement at present ex- 
isting between the United Booking Offices of 
America and the Orpheum interests, Mr. Beck 
can not come into New York with a theatre 
of his own. While this clause in the agreement 
is primarily directed toward the maintenance 
of a vaudeville playhouse, it is absolutely cer- 
tain that the United interests will not permit 
ogra to have a house of any kind in New 

rk, 

That the United people have taken offense at 
the move on Mr. Beck’s part in securing a site 
in Manhattan, can be read between the lines 
ot their announcement offering the three Middle 
West houses for lease. These theatres have by 
courtesy been booked through the Orpheum of- 
fices even though they were under lease to the 
United Offices. Against this there is the fact 
that in offering these houses for rental, the 
United is giving up the first hold in what is 
known as the Beck territory. 

It may be that with the release of these 
houses Mr. Beck may defer his en'ry into New 
York. But this is only guess work, and rather 
poor guessing at that, for it would seem highly 
improbable that the general manager of the Or-

Bella Donna, a New Play by James Bernard Fagan and 
Robert Hichens, to be Produced Christmas Week—Shaw’s 
Vaudeville Playlet Makes First London Appearance 


With only two, comparatively minor, new 
productions to chronicle we are really “marking 
time’? until Sir George Alexander's production 
of James Ternard Fagan and Robert 
Rella Denna opens the Christmas season at the 
St. James’, next Saturday. Of the bnew preduc- 


tions, above mentioned, Christina, at the Play- 
house, was easily the most interesting, though 
ft only occupied the stage for one matinee, as 
Cyril Maude still needs the theatre for Dad, 
Christina, In fact, is merely a second edition 
of Bunty Pulls the Strings, and Maude only 
ol it as a ‘‘feeler’’ to see whether this 
Scottish type of play has really 

It may be said at ovuce that Law- 


rene e Llerval’s version of J. J. Bell's book had 
a very flattering reception and Mande intends 
putting it in the regular bill as soon as he can 


find room for if. 

I can not benestly say that the simple, un- 
pretentious study of domestic life in Seotland, 
is as good as Kunty, but it Is, at least, very 
agreeable, and the production, introduced us to 
rewarkable pieces of acting, one from Miss Kate 
Moffat, already familiar to patrons of the Hay- 
market, and the other from Little Miss Jean 
Fitzgerald, a miniature comedienne, who bere 
on her smal] sheulders the whele burden of the 
play which Is written renod the ‘‘enfant ter- 
rible.”” whom she embodied with so rare a 
combination of childish charm and racy humor. 

Christina is a delightfully dreadful child, and 
the first act deals with her Intreducton to the 
household of her genteel, deprecating maiden 
aunt, Miss Purvis, who runs a very small store 
at the very staid and respectable village of Kil- 
mabeg. A sharp, slangy, self-reliant little 
town-bred girl from Glasgow, Christina !mme- 
diately takes held of things, and proceeds to 
show ber horrified aunt the proper way to run 
a village store. Poor respectable Miss l’urvis 
used to stock goods that people ‘“onght to 
need,” and she had resolutely declined to pander 
to reprehensible juvenile recreation which made 
catapults desirable articles to buy, but Chris- 
tina quickly altered this state of affairs, and 
not only insisted on stocking catapults, but she 
even ordered spare elastic, and other weapons 
of destruction that the juvenile population of 
Kilmabeg could use on birds, windows, etc. 

She showed her aunt how to run a bargain 
sale, by placing @4 tickets upside down so that 
they looked like $d, and then as a special favor 
to individual customers, under seal of secrecy, 
“reducing” prices to their former level. She 
drives ber aunt to distraction, but incidentally 
trebles her weekly turnover, and then turns 
her hand partly to a juvenile love-affair of ber 
own with a school bor, and partly to making 
a match between her timid aunt and a suitor 
so shy that he is in danger of falling into the 
hands of a ‘‘hated rival.’ 

There really is no story in the play—just 
three little comediettas rolled Into one, or rather 
three little sketches of Seotch character,—but 
Christina gets a move on all the time, and it is 
not her fault If one orensionally feels that 
there is too much of her during the perform- 
ance. Miss Fitvygerald really puts a wonderful 
amount of work inte her part and thoroughly 
deserves the success that has attended her 
efforts. Despite her years, or lack of them, 
she has been on the boards for quite a long 
time, having taken part in William Mollison’s 
production of The Ronnie Rrier Bush at the 
St. James’, five yeats aco, and In the same man- 
ager’s As You Like It. Martin Harvey dis- 
covered her abont seven years ago at Glasgow, 
when she was watting for a small friend who 
hed a minor part in the famous acter-manager’s 
Proinction. Tle engaged her as a super at the 
Munificent salaty of 36 cents per night. She 
rehearsed for a week and plared one night, but 
then the school Inspector claimed her as too 
young, and took her home.

FILM COMBINES SUED 


Wm. Fox, Large Theatre Owner of New York, Institutes 
Suit Against Motion Picture Patents Company and Gen- 
eral Film Co. for Privilege of Buying Films 


The Motion Picture Patents Company and 
the General Film Company have been made 
the defendents in a suit brought by Wm. Fox 
in the Superior Court of New York, claiming 
the right to purchase Patents Company films 
and to .onduct business as the Greater New 
York, Film Renta! Company. The Patents Com- 
pany has notified Mr. Fox, owner of the Greater 
New York Film Rental Company, that the li- 
cense on the exchange had been revoked, but 
thig revocat.on was recalled and proceedings 
started to coerce Mr, Fox into sell out to 
the Patents Company. Mr. Fox’s attorney, 
Mr. Gustavus Rogers, of Rogers and Rvogers, 
attorneys, 160 Broadway, New York, notified 
Mr. Kennedy. president of the Patents Com- 
pany that Mr. Fox would not sel] out his in- 
terests. This was on December 7. and on 
December 8 the license was again revoked, to 
take effect December 25. On December 16. Jus- 
tiie Ford of the Supreme Court granted a tem- 
porary injunction restraining the Patents Com- 
pany from cutting off the supply of film from 
the Greater New York Renta 


when Mr. Fox’s attorneys, Rogers and Rogers, 
and Mr, Samuel Untemeyer, wiil endeavor to 
get a permanent restraining order preventing 
the Patents Company cutting off the supply of 
films. Should thig injunction be granted, it 
will, of course, mean the end of the Patents 
Company's present method vf doing business 
through the General Film Company, for it will 
practically compel them to sell in the open 
market and restrain them from discrimination. 
The Greater New York Film Rental Com- 
pany is the last of the exchanges in the coun- 
try to handle Patents Company films except as 
an office of the General Film Company, to 
whom licensed films are leased ex:lusive!- 
The claim to be made by Mr. Fox is that in 
the cutting off of his supply of films he is 
practically forced to go out of business. as 
there are no other films on the market which 
the Patents Company does not claim to be in- 
fringements on their patents. Mr. Fox main- 


tains therefore that the Patents Company is 
operating in restraint of trade. Should the 
Patents Company, in order to defend them- 


selves in this case, declare that there are 
other legally manufactured films, the state- 
ment will set at naught all the former claims 
made by the Patents Company in regard to 
camera, film and projection machine patents 
which they claim tney own. 

On the other hand, should no such claim_be 
made, but instead. one stating that the Pat- 
ents Company was not a combination in re- 
straint of trade. but only one to protect its 
patents and that the stoppage of the su-~ly of 
filme in this case was justifiable because of the 
exclusive ownership of the patents in qnes- 
tion, it would practically settle the patent

REAL TROUPING UNDER CANVAS. 


Birmingham, Ala., Dec., 19, 1911. 
Billboard: 
og yy A Emmett may know something 
about a tent and how to “‘lace a top, but his 
knowledge of repertoire companies under canvas 
is limited and vague. I have been connected 
with several, and in bebalf of the managers and 
in justice to the actors that I know, 1 would like 
to correct a few mistakes that Mr. Emmett has 


ade. 
mit he had started his story, ‘‘Once upon a time 
there was a troupe that acted under canvas, I 
could forgive him, but bis article is not only mis- 
leading, but untrue. And no doubt from his 
ignorance of the subject, Mr. Emmett’s informa- 
tion must have been gathered from a very in- 
ferior company. 

1 will mention several shows that are now in 
the South Central United States: The Rentfrow 
Stock Company, The Chase-Lister Company, The 
Grandi Stock Company, The Jack Raymond Com- 
pany, The l’ark Stock Company, The Elwin Strong 
Company, The Harrison Company, The Guy Play- 
ers, and The W. I. Swain Show Company. The 
“‘akters’’ with the above mentioned companies 
do not “‘eat on the lot,’’ as they all “pay their 
own,”’ do not double canvas, and with but few 
exceptions do any of the ‘“‘akters’’ double band, 
as all the companies cerry band and orchestra, 
and the band doubles orchestra, the companies 
carry from twenty-five to forty people all told. 
With but one exception, the manager's wife dows 
not act. Another thing. Mr. Emmett’s ac- 
quaintance seems to be with only drinking peo- 
ple. The strictest temperance rules I ever saw 
were with the ‘‘tent shows.”’ 

As for the ability of the ‘“‘akters,’’ they are 
above ninety per cent of the house companies, 
end the reason is simple to explain, as J beard 
one manager say, ‘‘We have got to delfver the 
goods. We enter a town without one hand held out 
to help us. No local mafager's help, no newspaper 
help (which the local house manager always has) 
and the opposition of every amusement enterprise 
in the city, not from any ill will, but from a 
busivess standpoint. 

The manager of a repertoire company under 
canvas is compelled to pay bigher «alaries than 
any of the house repertoire companies, from the 
fact that actors are not acquainted with the 
eonditions and many never saw a tent dramatic 
company, and have only such misleading and un- 
true knowledge as is furnished by Mr. Emmett. 
At the present time I can count six people with 
companies now playing Broadway that have acted 
recently with tent shows, and I can name many 
that are featured or starred in the popular-priced 
houses or one-nighters that work every summer 
with some “‘summer show,"’ and I am sure that 
none of them are ashamed of It. 

Mr. Emmett is truthful when he says that 
salaries are paid up on a tent show, and why 
not? Nearly all the tent managers are financially 
solid. a tent show cannot be opened on a shoe 
string, viz., stationery and enough paper to bill 
the first town. It requires capital. Anywhere 
from $5.00 to $20.000 is invested In each of the 
above mentioned tent shows. Mr. Emmett should 
look up the financial standing of the several 
shows mentioned and compare it with the same 


number of repertoire companies that he may 
select. It might surprise him. 

The Billboard I have found has always tried 
to be just to all, the “dinky and the great,”’ and 
i think it was through lack of investigation that 
Mr. Emmett’s article was published, and not 
through any desire t0’ injure, and 1 am sure not 
to be funny.

outfit, working crew, band and executive staff, 
no room being furnished for the acting people,

BALTIMORE, MD. 


Contrary to the usual custom of opening a new 
theatre as soon as the roof is on, the manage- 
ment of the new Empire Theatre has delayed 
the opening of this new playhouse until it is 
ccmpleted entirely. Opening a new house in a 
hurry always creates a bad impression in the 
mind of the public and elicits much unfavorable 
criticism. However this building is an ambl- 
tious step for the promoters and it is thelr 
ain to win the highest commendation of the pa- 
trons. This theatre is without exception @ 
beautiful structure inside as well as outside. 
The exterior being in white terra cotta and 
murble makes a striking appearance. The ia- 
terior decorations are as artistic as an artisan 
can produce. The promoters have expended con- 
siderable money on this enterprise and the 
theatre is up-to-date in every detail. It em- 
braces every feature that a human mind can 
conceive for the convenience and comfort and 
the safety of the public. ‘Ihe house has @ 
seating capacity of 2,400 and a point of inter- 
est to the seating arrangement is that patrons 
can see the performance from any angle without 
moving or turning. 

The theatre is fireproof throughout and this 
matter was given particular attention behind 
the footlights. Special attention was given to 
the construction of the dressing-rooms, which 
usually afford some danger for the possible out- 


break of a blaze. These rooms are built en- 
tirely in concrete. Hooks have been imbedded 
in the walls. The finishing touches will be 


completed and the house was opened for public 
inspection December 23. 

The Garage Skating Rink on Charles Street 
and Mount Royal Avenue, which was the first 
in the field, is the last to leave it. George 
Miller, the proprietor, has announced that the 
rink will be closed after January 1. The 
Mar-Del Company, which uses the first floor for 
the display of automobiles, will make use of the 
entire building for motor cars. Alterations 
and additions will be made to the building. 

Whatever the opinion of the Detroit officials 
may be regarding the performance of Mikail 
Mordkin, the Board of Police Commissioners 
refused to interfere with this dancing artist 
and he was allowed to appear for his perform- 
ance at the Lyric, December 14.

The affairs of the Maryland State Fair and 
Agricultural Soclety, which conducts the Tim- 
onium Fair, were much in the limelight during 
last week. The society is composed of wealthy 
and prominent citizens and there was a fight 
among the minority of stockholders and the old 
fair men won. The society has been in exist- 
ence for 35 years and this is the first time that 
there has been a fight for the control of the 
Board of Managers. The meeting was held in 
the Courthouse at Tawson, December 13 and the 
gathering of the fair stockholders was the 
largest attendance in ¢he history of the society, 
There was a fight for the control of the Board 
of Managers as charges of mismanagement 
against the present board were presented. Af- 
ter counting the ballots, the result showed that 
the old board had been re-elected by an over 
whelming majority.

“THE CHAW OF TOBACCO.” 


By SAM J. BANKS. 


That the mature are only children grown, is 
evidenced in the fact that grown people, umi- 
versally, cling to myths. 

For instance: In all parts of this country 
and even in Canada, the natives will tell you 
the story of the man who gave the elephant a 
chew of tobacco. But the episode, unlike any 
great historical event, such as the Boston tea 
party, which could have nappened only in one 
place, has had its stage in every state in the 
Union and in every province of the prosperous 
dominion ‘o the north of us. That is to say, 
the inhabitants of Florida will tell you, posi- 
tively, that the event took place there; while the 
people of Ontario province, the folks over in 
Texas, those of Ohio, Massachusetts, etc., until!

As an introductory, -the narrator asks the 
animal man something like this: ‘‘It wouldn't 
do to give one o’ them elephants a chaw 0’ 
tebacco, would it "' The elephant man knows 
the right cue and, winking one eye, replies: 
“No, siree.’"’ Whereat the native launches 
forth to some friend in particular, but to the 
near crowd in general in this wise: 

“One day, a great many years ago, right over 
here in Podunk, my grandfather went to John 
Robinson's Circus and gave a piece of tobacco 
to the big elephant. The elephant didn’t like 
It. for they hate tobacco worse than poison 
and that elephant just tugged at his chains and 
tired to get grandfather. But grandpa was too 
ouick for the big animal, and got away. Well. 
fifteen years later the same John Robinson 
brought his show to the same town. Grandpa 
went to the circus, but he had clean forgot 
about his giving a chew to the elephant. 

“Well, sir, do you know, that same elephant 
was still with the show, and he saw grandfath 
and recognized him, for be broke loose and mak 
for grandfather. But the keepers caught th: 
elephant, and grandfather never stopped running 
"till he reached home.”’

Opera, and Leo Fall and Oscar Strauss across 
the Rhine, and not let anyone make use of any 
small part of their music, revues would be 
pretty badly hit, 

Still, such a thing as that may be considered 
as a long way off. 


STOPS PANIC, 

Mme, Sarah Bernhardt personally stopped a 
budding panic in her theatre this week. A 
number of people in the second gallery suddenly 
stood up and some of them pointed In the direc- 
tion of the stage. This gave others the idea 
that there was a fire back in the wings, a fire 
which they could not see, and a stampede for 
the exits commenced. The great Sarah was on 
the stage at the time and coming close to the 
footlights told the audience to rest assured; 
there was nothing wrong. The people who had 
started for the doors returned to their seats. 

is is the fourth or fifth panic, or near 
panic, within the last two weeks in and about 
Paris, at least three of them starting in the 
same silly way as the above. Legislatures might 
pass a law against starting pauics in public 
places; and though it would be bard to convict 
anyone, the mere fact there was soch a law 
might have a wholesome effect, and would cer- 
tainly make would-be jokesmiths think once or 
twice before yelling ‘‘fire’’ without reason. 


WANT MORE PAY. 

The ‘‘controleurs,’’ who, clad in evening suits, 
sit in the vestibules of French theatres and 
examine tickets of arriving spectators, are agi 
tating for better wages. And it would seem 
that they deserve it, thongh, to the average 
American, they appear on the job more as or- 
naments than for any practical good. There ix 
a use for them, however; they check up with 
the box-office, the Authors’ Society and the Gov- 
ernment—which latter gets 10 per cent of the 
gross receipts “for the poor.”’ 

These officials (the controllers) are mostly 
small government clerks who adopt this way 
to eke out a very small salary. Their hours 
are from 8 p. m. until midnight, seven dars« in 
the week, and on Sundays from 1 p. m ont’! 
6 p. m. as well as on other matinee days. 
Thelr wages vary from $5 to $12.50 a mcnth, 
not a very monificent ‘‘salary.”’ 

The men very justiy point ont that this sum 
scarcely pays for the clothes they are obliged 
to wear; the dress--olt and all that goes with it 
—white shirts, white tiles, etc. Also they de 
clare that supers get at least 30 cents a das 
and don’t have nearly the expense that ther, 
the controllers, are put to. 

The ‘‘controleurs’’ at the Opera get only $70 
a year wages.

The shrink- 
age of this equine contingent to a half dozen, 
and the substitution of a pig, a chicken. a duck 
and a monkey hardly make up the tally. The 
list of principals name two or three who give 
signs of accomplishing something in operetta, 
and the chorns—with a singing tone suggesting 
very young and untrained voices—needs the at- 
tention of an expert stage manager. The or- 
chestra is woefully inadequate. 


‘In the company is a young singer who gives 
promise of good things in the future. She 
is Vera Allen, who appears in the title role. 
Her voice is of unusually sweet, round, healthy 
tone. Technically she is still undeveloped. The 
half of her capabilities has not been revealed. 
She has the range, the quality and the person- 
ality. With opportunities she could become a 
valuable light onera star.

“In this production great attention has been 
pald to the ‘fair scene.’ What appeared to be 
a troupe of Japanese tumblers performed at 
length. One of the number is reported to have 
suffered a fracture of the arm from a fall in 
the collapse of a ‘pyramid’ figure.’’ 

Record-Hierald: 

“With the lovely airs of so harmonions and 
genial a work as The Bohemian Girl lingering 
in the mind it Is hard to be brutal, but really 
the rendition that opera received at the Garrick 
Theatre last evening is Inexcusable The perpe- 
trators were identified on the playbill as the 
Aborn Opera Company, Inc. There were mom- 
ents when It should have heen arrested. Such 
deathless songs as I Dreamed I Dwelt in Mar- 
ble Halls and The Heart Bowed Down did not 
fall of toeir intended effect. for the Arline and 
the Conni,ean sing. but When Other Lips and 
Other ficPts and When the Fair Land of Poland 
went for nanght. while most of the choral num- 
bers were terribly bungled. The orchestra was 
inefficient and the thump of a piano led the 
blunderers tediously through the score. 

“The company, one of the minor Aborn or- 
ganizations, is evidently in from the road. 
There it might have better tarrried. for it 
measures up to no metropolitan standard. On 
the road or In the cities, such mistreatment of 
a masterplece—and The Rohemian Girl is a 
masterpiece with a charming history—does real 
harm. The new generation, having heard much 
of the beanties and the triumphant annols of 
the old work, goes to hear it and, suffering 
under such a barbarous rendition as that of 
lest evening. justly asks, ‘Is this all, and is 
this what you mean by masterpieces?’ 

“An effort to obtain better voices and a 
better orchestra would have made this revival 


welcome. All the expensive puttering with live 
stock and third-rate ballets do not achieve 
anything. 


“The writer has seldom gone to the theatre 
with expectations of a pleasanter evening, nor 
come away with a denser gronch. What that 
sensitive, exquisite Irishman, Michael William 
Rulfe, with his great breast blazing with deco- 
rations and his amiable head crowned with 
English, French, Spanish, Italian and German 
honers would have said we quail at thinking.
